and other larvae having a moist surface. 
Applications are best made in the morn­ 
ing, while the plants and insects are yet 
a little damp.

should be pastured, as the feet of ani­ 
mals do considerable harm, while the 
field is never eaten off evenly.

A variety 
of g rasses that is indigenous to the soil 
of the pasture lot may sooner or later 
crowd out all other kinds and take pos­ 
session, but if such variety is relished 
by the stock it will probably be found 
better than any other kind on account of 
its hardiness and abi’itv to withstand 
droughts. 
Whether for hay or pasture, the land 
should be deeply plowed and w*ell har­ 
rowed, so as to have the soil 
in 
the 
finest possible condition. 
This 
is 
e s­ 
sential, for the reason that the young 
plants will have better 
facilities 
for 
feeding and will rapidly increase in root 
g rowths before the warm days of J uly 
and Aug ust. The more early the growth 
the g rass can make, the better it will be 
able to endure a dry spell. 
If manure 
is used it should be thoroug hly decom­ 
posed in order that all seeds of weeds 
may be destroyed, as it is difficult to 
get at weeds growing on a grass plot. 
The main point in g rowing 
a 
grass 
crop is to get an even and uniform stand 
at the beginning, for any gain at the 
start will be of advantag e 
at 
later 
periods of—growth. 
While mixed grasses 
should be preferred on a pasture field, it 
is better to grow bay crops sing ly— un­ 
mixed— tin* mixing of the foods to be 
done at the barn when feeding the ani­ 
mals after harvesting the grass crops. 
J t is better for the farmer not to depend 
upon a sing le kind of fifty crop, os a 
prolonged drought may destroy P.

Manag ement of Bees. 
Bees may he managed for either the 
production of comb honey or for e x ­ 
tracted honey. 
While they will produce 
more of the latter to the hive than comb 
honey, yet the higher price that comb 
honey will bring makes the income from 
each amount the same. 
The difference in the m anag ement is 
that for comb honey little section boxes 
are placed in shallow “ supers,” or upper 
stories, in which tin* bees build about 
one pound of honey per box, w’hile for 
extracted honey the 
upper 
Htorv 
is 
deeper and contains, instead of section 
boxes, large frames, in which the bees 
build their combs and store their prod­ 
uct, the honey being extracted by the 
keeper and the combs used over again. 
In comb honey tin* bees 
have to build 
new combs each 
time, but for extracted 
honey the same combs are used over and 
over ag ain, and thus tin* bees have time 
to g ive more extracted honey per hive 
than comb honey. 
The method of extracting the honey 
is very simple, the first thing being to 
throw a whiff of smoke from the smoker 
into the entrance of the hive, and in 
about tw o minutes the bees will be sub­ 
dued. 
The next 
thing 
to 
do is to raise 
tin* top of the 
hive and lift 
out the 
frames one by one, and 
after 
g ently 
brushing the bees off. to carry the frames 
to some room in which the extractor is 
kept. 
All is now ready for extracting . 
Taking a knife especially made for the 
purpose, the beekeeper shaves off the 
cappings, or tops, of the cells, and, re- 
p'aeing tw o combs in the ex*ractor, he 
g ently 
whirls them 
around 
for about 
five minutes, and at the end 
of 
that 
time every drop of honey has been ex­ 
tracted and the combs are returned to 
the bees, who fill them ag ain in a few 
days. 
One advantag e of running bees for ex­ 
tracted honey over that of comb honey 
is that it does not lend to swarming ; but 
as this perfectly natural process comes 
from lack of space in which to store the 
honey that is at times coming very free­ 
ly from the fields, it can be controlled 
by g iving more boxes to bo filled, and 
by clipping the wing s of the queen, in 
which case every swarm can be hived.

Plan for Dealing with Unclaimed English 
Millions. 


The H ouse of Commons g ave a first 
reading recently to Mr. Bottomley’s bill 
to make banks give a return to the state 
of 
unclaimed 
balances 
and 
valuables 
which have been undisturbed in their 
possession for six years or more aud 
hand them over to the public trustee. 
"The objee.," in* said, “ is to bring into 
the possession nmpTt\ntrol of the state 
the vast amount of wealth which is atl 
present lying dormant and entirely un­ 
productive in the vaults and strong rooms 
of the various banking institutions o f ! 
the United King dom.” 
Banks would have to make a return oti 
the money, securities, jewelry and plate 
which had been in their pusession un­ 
claimed for six years, and which were 
the property of persons w ho had not op­ 
erated their accounts during that period. 
They would also have to account to the 
state for all old bank notes or other ob­ 
lig ations which there was reason to be-' 
lieve had by the effluxion of time become* 
obsolete. 
The theory of the bill was that these 
banks had from various causes- -deaths, 
removals abroad, the extinction of fam i­ 
lies and the carelessness of testators— 
accumulated vast sums and had been ini 
the habit every six years of “ writing 
off” these dormant balances. 
“ There is over a million pounds to­ 
day,” said Mr. Bottomlcy, “ in the shapei 
of unpaid dividends in the possession of* 
the joint stock banks. 
“ There was a joint stock bank whicht 
¡1 few years ago had as a customer an 
eccentric old lady who had £ 28 ,000 in 
the bank. 
Once every year she would 
drive up to the bank, ask for the man­ 
ager, draw a check for the entire sum, 
count the notes, check the interest and 
then pay it in again and disappear for 
another twelve months.” 
For seven years past that lady had 
not been seen. 
That £ 28 ,000 with its 
accumulated interest was still lying in 
the bank. 
He could uot g ive the name 
of the bank to the chancellor of the ex­ 
chequer. 
W as there a doubt that the 
old lady had ceased to exist ? 
What 
about the poor dependents of the old 
lady wlm were deprived of the money? 
A wealthy personal friend with money 
on deposit in various banks was killed in 
a railway accident. 
The family were

they were unable to find out where the 
money was. 
They had gone from bank 
to bank and the banks had said they 
could g ive no information. 
Mr. Bottomlcy made himself responsi­ 
ble for the statement that there was one 
private bank in London which admitted­ 
ly had over two millions of dormant se­ 
curities.— London Mail.

WOODLOTS OF JAPAN. 


Example Furnished of Tree Growing od 
Small Plots. 


In these times of great drains on tho 
timber supplies, caused by the heavy de­ 
mand for forest products of all kinds, 
Americans may see in Japan an exam­ 
ple of what can be done in growiug 
wood on small plots. 
That 
country 
contains 
21,000.000 
wood-lots. about three-fourths of which 
belong to private persons and one-fourth 
to communes. 
The average size of the 
plot is less than nine-tenths of an acre. 
T hey usually occupy the steepest, rough­ 
est, poorest ground. 
In this way lund 
is put to use which would otherwise go 
to waste, and if unwooded would lose 
its soil by the wash 
of the dashing 
rains. 
From 
Japan’s wood-lots the 
y early 
yield of lumber Is about 88 feet, board 
measure, an acre. and three-fourths of 
a cord of firewood. 
In many cases the 
yield is much higher. 
More than 500.- 
000.000 trees ar** planted yearly to make 
up what is cut for lumber and fuel. 
Assessment for taxation is low, aver­ 
aging for the 21,000,000 lots less than 
$1 an acre. 
With till the care In cutting 
and the industry In replanting, it is by 
no m eans certain that Japan’s forests 
are holding their own. 
If the preserva­ 
tion of tho forests is doubtful there, it 
ie evident that repletion must be alarm­ 
ingly 
rapid 
in 
other countries 
which 
cut unsparingly ami plant 
very little. 
On the other hand, it is encouraging to 
see what can be done with rough, steep 
ami poor land. 
The United States has 
enough of that kind, without touching 
the rich agricultural acres, to grow bil­ 
lions of feet of lumber.—Pathfinder. 


Origin of Ox-Tail Soup. 
The now familiar ox-tail soup is said 
to have had its origin during the Reign 
of Terror in Paris, iii 1703, when many 
of the nobility were reduced to starva­ 
tion and beggary. 
The abattoirs sent 
their hides fresh to the tanners, with­ 
out removing the tails, and in cleaning 
them the tails were thrown away. 
One 
day one of the noble beggars, while hap­ 
pening to puss a tunncry, noticed a pile 
of discarded tails, and, asking for one, 
it was willingly given to him. 
He took 
it to his lodgings and made what is now 
fam ous—the brut dish of ox-tail soup. 
H e immediately (oh! his friends of the 
good luck he had had, with the natural 
result that the tanners were soon an­ 
noyed to such an extent by the demand 
for ox-tails that a price was put upon 
them.—N ew England Grocer.
